finally began greatly complicated the 
task of saving tho crops.

Below Standard 


The first samples of tho now croii

of Water 
Prevents Firemen 


From Saving Residence of OH 


Magnate at Pccantlco Hills.

residence of John D. Rockefeller at 
Pccantlco Hills, AYestchestcr county, 
•war. burned to the ground. The- fire 
Is supposed tc 
have started 
from 


crossed electric wires.

stood en the io;i of a hill about 600 
feet above the level of the Hudson 
river, overlooking the country for 
nillett in every illrpctlnn. None of the 
family was at home and the blazo was 
discovered by some of the servants 
•working about ihr place. 


The liru department of North Tar- 


rytown and Tnrrytown responded to 
telephone calls, but lack of water pro 
rented the building from being saved. 
The firemen nr.d servants succeeded 
In getting out a great portion of the 
valuable, furniture. The estimated loss 
Is SlO.OdO.
